SPECIAL  RULES 

For  tlie  conduct  and  guidance  of  the  pcrs-one  acting  in  the  manage- 
ment of  th  s  mine,  or  employed  in  or  about  the  same,  to  prevent  danger- 
ous accidents,  and  to  provide  for  the  safety  and  proper  discipline  of 
the  persons  emp  oyed  in  or  about  the  mine,  in  terms  of  Section  83,  of 
Chapter  138  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Britisli  Columbia  (1897),  and 
amending    Acts.  .     ,    ,  .  hi  •! 

MANAGER 

1.  Generally,  the  mine  (or  division  of  the  same  when  divided  in  teirme  of 
the  Statute)  to  which  the  miiinager  has  been  appointed,  shall  be  under 
the  control  a/nd  daily  supervision  of  the  manager,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  tocairry  out,  and  see  carried  out,  the  various  provisions  of  the  Act,  so 
far  as  is  i'ncu,ra.beint  on  him,  or  on  those  acting  under  his  control  and 
directicns,  ajnd  to  see  that  sufficient  materials  and  appliances  are  ahvays 
provided  for  the  proper  carrying  out  of  all  necessary      /erationa.

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OVERMAN    " 


2.  Subjetit  to  thon  control  and  supervision  of  thie  numaKcr  the  whole' 
ojjerative  detail  siiall  be  und<ir  the  care  and  c[L;irge  of  the  overman.  T  ha 
overman  shall  eee  that  the  vrorkmen  of  every  clase,  in  their  several  de- 
partments, discharge  their  duties;  and  shitU  receive  ind  attend  to  all 
reports  m«de  to  him  as  to  the  state  of  repair  of  the  ai^-courses,  machn- 
ery,  trapdoors,  road«,  and  working  plifices.  He  ^hall  cause  remedies  to 
he  provided  where  needed  ;  and  shall  sec  the  General  and  Special  Ruins 
faithfully  and  vlgorotisly  enforced. 

8.  He  shjill  have  under  his  immediate  and  special  charge  all  haulage 
ways,  slopes,   travelling  ways,  all    of  whch  he  shall  keep  safe  and  efficient. 

4.  He  shall  attend  to  the  ventilation,  in  terms  of  General  Rule  No.  1, 
so  far  as  these  rules,  from  their  nature,  can  lie  observed  by  himself, 
or    fall   to    l>e   observed   by   others    under    his  charge. 

5.  He  Khali  perform  the  special  duties,  as  to  the  examination  of 
machinery,  and  other  things  set  forth  in  General  Rule  No.  30,  and 
once  at  least  iin  every  week  make  an  imspection  of  all  workiiigs  and 
return  air-ways,  measure  the  air  passing  in  each  district  of  the  mine, 
and    record   all    of    the   above   in    a  book   to  be  kept  for  the  purpose. 

6.  He  sihadl  see  that  a  plentiful  supply  of  timber,  for  props  and  other 
purposes  required  by  the  workmen  to  carry  on  their  operations  with 
safety  to  the^mselves,  is  always  ready  at  some  convenient  place  near 
tho  mine  mouth,  and  deliver  the  siame  to  a  convenient  place  near  working 
faces. 

7.  He  shall,  without  delay,  report  to  the  manager  or  owner  any  mat- 
ter or  thing  coming  under  his  notice,  necessary  to  be  observed  or  carried 
out,  with  a  view  to  compliance  with  the  general  or  special  rules,  which 
he  canmot  hiiuiself   perform.

FIREMEN 

8.  If  inflaniniable  gas  has  been  found  in  the  mine  within  the  preced- 
ing twelve  months— which  is  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  manager  to  ascer- 
tain and  intimate  to  the  fireman— -  then  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
fireman,  or  firemen,  if  more  than  one,  in  their  respective  divisions  or 
shifts,  ta  perform  the  duties  of  exaanining  and  inspecting,  with  a  safety 
lamp,  the  mine  and  roadways,  and  making  the  report  thereon  accord- 
ing   to  the    requirements  of   General  Rule  No.  3. 

9.  If  inflammable  gas  has  not  been  found  in  the  mine  within  the  preced- 
ing twelve  montlus— which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  raainager  to  ascer- 
tain   and  intimate    to   the   fireman— then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  firc- 
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man,  or  firemen,  if  more  thin  one,  in  tlieir  ivspectivc  d'^parlnipntN.  to 
inspect  the  mine  and  roadways,  and  make  a  report  aiMrcM-dinn  to  this!  re- 
quirements   of   General    Ilnl;!    No.    4. 

10.  In  nrnking  the  examin.'it'ons  provid^Ml  for  by  llie  forc^jcoin^-  rules, 
the  fireman  shall  mark  with  chalk  the  day  of  the,  month  upon  the  TaiM! 
of  eaoh  working  place,  ns  1,  5,  10,25,  or  other  numliers,  ais  the  j'aso 
may  be.  He  shall  be  careful  to  njscnrta'n  thit  every  part  of  the  mine  an*l 
roadways,  so  to  be  examined,  are  free  from  fire-daiu}).  ehoke-danip, 
and  other  in. purities,  and  are  safe  for  the  workmen  to  enter  and  to 
work  therein,  and  in  case  fire-damp  or  other  impure  air  sh.iU  he  d'lscov- 
covered  in  amy  working  place,  road,  or  level,  the  firenuvn  shall,  in  the 
first  instance,  thoroughly  clear  the  same  of  such  impurity,  if  that  can 
l;e  done  easily  and  c-^hall  th(!reu[ion  report  to  tlu;  miners,  and  i>th  >r 
workmen,  that  the  same  are  safe  ;  but  if  the  impurity  cannot  l)e  read- 
ily or  at  once  cleared  out,  the  miners  and  workmen  shall  not  t>o  permitted 
to*  enter  a.ny  such  working  places,  roads,  or  levels,  until  tlie  impure  air 
shall  have  been,  by  further  appliances,  entirely  dispelled.  He  sh.;vll 
prevent  miners  or  other  workmen  entering  the  rcmds,  or  working 
places  until  a  report  Nhill  have  been  made  that  they  are  safe.  If  no  fire- 
damp, choke-damp,  or  other  impurity  shall  be  discovered,  or  uspected  to 
reuiain  after  such  inspection,  th'^.  fireman  shall  make  report  to  the 
miners  and  workmen,  and  allow  them  them  to  proceed  to  work,  and  shall 
thereupon,  without  delay,  enter  such  report  in  the  Ijook  kept  for  the  pur- 
pose. 

11.  If  the  fireman  shall  encounter  falKs  from  the  roof  in  any  of  the 
roads  which  he  recjuirew  to  traverse,  or  in  working  places  under  the  care 
of  the  miners  he  shall  not  proceed  further  in  the  direction  of  such 
falls,  so  as  to  pass  under  the  broken  rcwf,  but  shall  endeavor,  eautious- 
ly  to  ascertain  if  there  be  any  aceun)ulation  of  fire-d.'Mup  or  otht^r 
impurity,  in,  about,  or  hpyond  t!ie  falls,  so  that  the  salest  way  of 
clearing  the  same  may  be  learned,  and  shall  proceed  eUsewhere  through 
the  mine  to  «xamine  the  unoljistructed  parts  thereof,  and  to  complete 
his  inspection;  whereupon  the  fireman  shall, report  to  the  manager  or 
overman  the  state  of  the  falls,  and  whether  free  from  impurity,  to  the 
end  that  the  necessary  directious  may  be  given  for  hiving  the  same 
cleared  away,  and  the  roof  secur<nl;and  until  this  shall  be  done,  no  minei' 
or  other  workman  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed  near  or  be  iirider  ihe 
broken      roof,     unless     emi)loyed    in  remedying    the  same. 

12.  In  casie  from  any  cause,  the  operation  of  the  mine  sh  ill  have 
been  discontinued  for  an  unucsu  il  length  of  time,  and  thereafter  re- 
sumed, no  workman  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  the  mine  until  the  manager, 
overman,  or  fireman  shall  have  first  entered  and  reported  on  the  slate 
of  the  workings,  and  in  discharging  th;s  duty  the  manager,  overman,  or 
fireman  must  proceed  with  great  caution,  and  shall  not  go  farther  In- 
to the  workings  than  he,  from  hie  own  experience  vshall  deem  sife; 
and   in     case     there  are  reasonable  grounds    for  apprehending    the   prcs- 
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once  of  Impurfl  air,  hjR  sh  ill  roliirn  to  thn  min<;  nioiilh  nnd  r-fMua'm  ih'TP- 
uritil  precautionary  mcasur<'fl  shrill  hiave  l>eon  applifid  to  n^Htorc  tliH 
propor    vcntilatiom   of    tli-o   mine. 

33.  Without  prejudice  to  th:>  foroKoing  rules,  it  shall  also  h?  the  duly 
of  the  fireman  to  fence,  or  caused  to  be  fcnc<?^d,  all  entrancM's  accord- 
InK  to  the  rccjuirements  of  Genej-al  Rule  No.  5;  as  w<;ll  afi  in  Roiinp;  h"s 
rounds,  to  observe  and  report  to  the  nmnaK^^.r  or  overman  u[)()n  th;; 
following   matters,  embraced   in   tJoneral  Rules: 

(1)  Any  deficiency  in  the  amount  of  ventilation,  as  provid;',d  for  In 
terms  of  Gcnera.1  Rule  No.  1. 

(2)  Any  attempt  on  the  part  of  w^orkmen  to  violate  G-eneral  Rule 
No.  6,  las  to  going  beyond  the   appointed  station. 

(3)  Any  violation  of  the  terms  of  General  Rule  No.  9  or  9-A  as  to 
use   of  explofiives. 

(4)  Any  failure  to  keep  clear  man-holes,  in  terms  of  General  Rule 
No.  13. 

(5)  Any  failure  to  make  secure  the  roof  and  sides  of  travelling 
roads,   and     working    places,   under  General  Rule  No.    17. 

(6)  Any  violation  of  General  Rule  No.  28,  as  to  damaging  of  fences, 
signals,  &o.,  and  the  fireman  shall  thereupon  without  delay,  enter  such 
report   in  a   book   kept   for   the    purpose. 

14.  It  «lmA\  be  the  duty  of  the  fireman,  whnre  he  discovers  thtit 
any  part  of  the  mine  is  dangerous  from  the  presence  of  noxious  gast^s, 
to  cause  the  workmen  to  withdraw  from  the  mine,  or  the  part  thereof 
so  found  dangerous,  according  to  the  requircjuents  of  General  Rule  No.  7, 
and  all  workman  shall  be  subject  to  h:s  orders,  in  respect  of  this  mat- 
ter ;  and  he  shall  thereupon,  as  the  "competent  person"  appointed  for 
the  purpose  within  the  meaning  of  General  Rule  No.  7,  Inspect  the  mine, 
or  such  parte  thereof  as  are  dangerous,  in  the  manner  and  in  effect  pro-, 
vided  for  in  said  General  Rule,  and  make  a  report  as  therein  provided 
for.  He  shall  also  fit  up  bratticing  where  required,  of  suitable  height 
and  length,  so  that  air  may  be  at  all  times  conveyed  from  the  prin- 
cipal air  courses  for  the  use  of  the  workmen,  and  see  that  all  entrances 
are  properly  fenced  according  to  the  requirements  of  General  Rule  No.  .'>. 

15.  It  sihall  be  the  duty  of  the  fireiman  to  see  that  the  miners  are  at- 
tending to  the  security  of  tha  roofs  and  sides  of  the  working  places,  and 
for  that  purpose  to  visit  each  working  place  at  least  once  a  day  ;  and 
in  case  of  finding  that  any  miner  is  failing  so  as  to  secure  hs  working 
place,  by  propping  the  same,  or  otherwise,  to  poiint  out  to  such  miner 
any  such  failure  ;  and  should  such  miner  refuse  or  fail  to  perform  such 
repairs  as  may  be  necessary  to  render  the  place  secure,  to  require  him 
and  his  assistants  to  withdraw  from  such    working  place. 

16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  fireman  who  may  he.  appointed  shot- 
lighter      (unles<3     some   other  person  sihiiU  be  specially  appointed),    wharc 
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oxploisivofl  n.To  li^inp  iis+'d.  to  not  na  the  "cr>rniK'l<>nl  pci'- 
Kon,"  in  tho  torin«  of  G^iipral  llnlo  No.  '.)  or  0-A  .'muI  to  nfi<'ort;iin  thip 
slate  of  "inflaniniablo  M;a«,"  In  terniH  of  thn  Kakl  ChmiitjiI  Mule,  and  to  pn>- 
'"vont  explosives  l>einK  usi^d,  oth.-erv\ri8<?  tliaii  a«  in  thi^  said  (Nmkm'mI  llulcs 
provided   for. 

17.  It  Kihiall  b(^  tho  dnty  of  tho  firrman  or  shot-liphtor,  (wln^ro  rnisf> 
i,s  iiised  in  firiiinR  shots,)  in  caH<^  of  a  shot  nii«sinjjj  fir(\  to  f^Micp  tlu- 
place  off  ;  marking?  on  thr.  fonco,  "mia<>f  firti  shot,"  with  tho  tiiu!'  aind 
date.  No  person  may  r*Mnove  th'fi  fenoo  w^ithin  four  hoiir.s  from  the 
tinTfi  marked  on  same. 

38,  It  s(hiall  be  the  duty  of  the  firemaa  to  stop  Ihio,  p.ifisaK'e  of  n^'^^n 
and  materials  through  or  under  defective  roads,  roofs,  or  places,  until 
the  necessary  repairs  shall  hnve  i)epn  executed,  lie  shuUl  take  note  of 
any  information  imparted  to  hlni  concerninp;  any  interruption  in  1 1w^ 
ventilation,  or  of  any  other  caiise  of  dnuRer,  an<l  comniunic^ite  with 
the  manager  or  overman  immediately,  and  shall  aid  and  assist  in  the 
rectification      and     remedy     of    the  same. 

19.  The  fireman  shall  rieport  to  the  manager  or  overman  any  in- 
stances of  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  miners,  in  not  wirrying  forward 
their  faces  or  walls,  in  accordance  with  the  plan  pursued  in  working 
thf;  mine.  He  shall  also  examine  and  report  to  the  manager  or  over- 
man instances  of  neglect  and  acts  of  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the 
miners. 

20.  Each  fireman  shall  take  and  hiave  charge  of  the  particular  dis- 
trict of  the  mine  assigned  to  him,  and  siha  11  cause  sufficient  timl)er  to 
be   distributed  therein    for   the  safe  and   proper  working    thereof. 

21.  A  fireman  btcomimg  aware  of  anything  requiring  speci:il  atten- 
tion sihiall,  before  leaving  the  mme  see  the  overma^n,  or  the  fireman 
coming   on   the    next   following   shift,  and    report   thc^    same. 


SHOT-LIGHTERS 

22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  a  shot-lighter,  where  one  is  apponted,  to 
see  that  the  provisions  of  General  Jiuie  No.  9  and  9-A.  are  str.ctly  car- 
ried out,  and  to  prevent  explosiveis  being  used  otherwise  than  as  there 
provided   for. 

23.  Where  locked  safety  lamps  are  u.sed  a  shot  shall  not  be  fired 
without   authority    from    the   manager  or  overman. 

24.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  a  shot-lighter  to  see  that  all  road»a  leading 
to  the  place  where  the  shot  is  to  l)e  fired  are  properly  guarded  Ijefore 
firing    the  shot.  * 

25.  Every  cakSe  of  a  shot  missing  fire  shall  1)e  reported  to  the  over- 
man or  fireman,  by  the  shot-llghtei  in  cluirge  of  the  shot  at  the  tinie  of 
misfire. 
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TIMBERMEN 

20.  It  Rhtfiill  ho  lh<^  duty  of  tho  timbermnii  to  rcinov<>  falls  from  tlto 
r(M)fH  of  roadfl  and  air-ronrKPs,  and  rnpair  dofoots  therein;  and  they  am 
chiJi.rj?Rd  with  th'O  niaintoJian('-(>  of  all  roads  and  jiaMsaKOH  in  Ihn  mine, 
CMid  are  enjoined  to  proofx-d  with,  the  proatest  cyiition,  lM3th  for  th:'lr 
own  siafety  and  tho-  fiiKUH'ssfnl  jx^r  rormance  of  thoir  dut;-e»s.  In  th:«n 
they  must  thcrofore  Ix^  eari^ful  and  are  rociuir'cd  to  iirov^Mit  all  oIIl'T 
workmen  cominR  no^ar  any  d^'feetivo  places,  or  interfering  with  th  mm 
when  at  work.  They  are  retpiirt'd  to  undertake  no  repairs  of  unii«u:il 
magnitude  or  danger  without  sufficient  astiistance.  and  until  provided 
with  every  necessary  material,  which,  will  be  supplied  on  application  to 
tlie    manager   or    overman. 

MASTER  MECHANIC 

27.  The  master  mechanic,  or  other  competent  person  appointed  for  the 
purpose,  shall  cause  the  ventilatinr^fan  or  other  mechanical  ventilalinji: 
apparatus,  together  with  the  engines,  macjlinery,  and  boilerw,  for  driv- 
ing the  same  to  \)e  properly  attended  to,  and  fihall  make  a,  daily  written 
report   of  condition    thereof. 

28.  The  master  mechanic  or  other  competent  person  appointed  for  th:^ 
purpose  inutst  ha,ve  a  written  ord«jr  from  the  manager  or  overman  in 
charge  of  shift  stating  that  all  workmen  arc  out  of  the  mine  and  that 
sa.me  has  been    fenced  off  before  stopping   amy   ventilating    fan. 

29.  The  master  mechanic  shall  cause  each  boiler  to  be  well  cleaned 
at  least  once  in  two  montlus,  or  more  frequently,  if  tlw^  manager  shall  lO 
order. 

STABLEMEN  AND  DRIVERS 

30.  Every  stableman  shiill  see  that  no  animal  under  his  care  is  al- 
lowed to  go  to  work  while  in  an  unfit  state  and  ishall  report  to  the  man- 
ager, oVJermiail  or  fireunan  any  injury  received  by  any   animal. 

31.  Every  person  in  charge  of  any  aniimal  shall  report  immedately 
to  the  stableman  or  to  a  fireman  any  injury  received  by  such  animal 
while   in   his    charge. 

32.  Every  person  in  charge  of  any  animal  shall  immediately  report  to 
the  manager,  overman,  or  fireman  in  case  ho  finds  such  animal  cannot 
pass    along  any    road    without    rubbing  against  the  roof  or  timbaring. 

LAMPMEN 

33.  No  person  except  a  person  authorized  by  the  manager  or  over- 
man sihall  either  take  himself  or  give  out  for  use  in  the  min.a  any  saffty 
lamp. 

34.  L»amp-keepers  must  see  that  every  safety  lamp  is  thoroughly 
cleaned,   properly  put     together,     in  safe   working  order,     and     securely 
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locked    w'luMJ   ijjivciii    out    for    u.se   In    the   mine,  i 

35.     All  persons  iciitruHted  with  thodiity  of  denning:  any  Raiizc,  or  otlM>r 

— i^ial't    of  any    wnfety   lamp,  or   with   the  duty  of  puttiiiK  itny  safety  lampH 

or    parts    ther<'of    toK<'ther,   whall    atoriee  r^-port  any  d4'fe<^t  tlwrein  to  the 

|jniip-ke;'p<'r,  or  if  tlw^re  is  more  than  one    lamp-k<'<;per,' thjern    to    the    head 

lamp-keeper. 

MINERS  AND  OTHER  WORKMEN 

BO.  Miners  n/nd  otlier  workmen  are,  and  .shall  lie  generally  eubjoct  to 
tlie  control  and  orders  of  the  manager,  ui.l  overman;  but  they  shall 
also  be  subject  to  any  directions  which  the  ilircman  may  give  in  his  de- 
partment for  the  purpose  of  preventing  them  from  infringing  or  of  caius- 
ing  them  to  comply  wilh  any  of  the  p;^  visioiits  of  the  Act,  or  of  the 
(Jen-eral   or   th)(^,se  Special   Rulee. 

37.  M.i.eiK  and  other  workmen  shall  not  proceed  into  travi'Uing 
rof>(is  or  working  places  until  it  shiill  hui  ve  been  ireported  to  them  by  the 
foreman,  or  other  person  appointed  for  the  purpose,  that  the  travelling 
roaidsi  and  working  places  arc  safe  to  be  entered. 

38.  Until  such  report,  or  intimation  of  safety,  ie  so  made,  no  such 
mdner  or  other  workma/n  shall  pass  beyond  the  statioin  appointed,  and  if 
no  other  place  or  station  had  been  appointed,  they  shall  always  under- 
stand that  the  mmie  mouth  is  the  station  at  wihich  they  are  required 
to  wait  the   necessary  examinations  and  report.  - 

39.  Every  miner  or  otlier  workman  in  charge  of  any  working-place, 
before  coramenc.ng  work  and  at  intervals  during  liis  shift,  shall  ex- 
amine ih'iis  working  place  and  in  case  any  danger  is  observed  shall  at  once 
report   to  tlie    manager  or   overman  or    fireman. 

40.  If  while  at  work,  or  any  other  time,Any  mimer  or  workman  sihjaltl  ds- 
cover  or  be  informed  of  the  existence  of  any  obstruction  in  the  ventila- 
tion, or  stagnation  or  impurity  in  the  air  of  the  miiine,  or  of  the  exist- 
ence of  any  defect  in  thjo  walls,  roofs,  or  ijn  any  o^jxer  parts  thereof, 
he  sha/ll  be  bound  to  give  instant  information  of  thie  circumstances  to 
the  manager,  overman,  or  fireman,  so  that  these  defects  may  be  reme- 
died, and  danger  therefrom  aver'ted. 

41.  Miners  are  expressly  forbiddem  to  go  into,  or  improperly  near  any 
place  throughout  the  whole  mine,  whei o  danger  is  known  or  suspected 
to  exist.  iTihey  are  forbidden  to  continue  at  lany  part  of  a  face  where 
a  sudden  outburst  of  fire-damp  shall  happen,  or  where  danger  from  any 
cause  whatever  shall  apparently  threaten,  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
examined  and  reported  safe,  or  the  impurity  or  other  cause  of  danger 
removed.  >  v  ,    '     ' 

42.  Testing  the  quantity  of  fire-damp  escaping  from  a  "blower"  by 
i^^niting    it   is    peremptorily    proihjbited. 

43.  Wiiether  the  operatioi.s  are  conducted  under  the  "long  wall"  or 
"room  and  stall"  system,  (there  being   sufficient  timber    of  proper  lengths 
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eilliier  in  the  working  piaces  or  at  thie  place  where  the  miner  delivors 
h'a  care)  and  the  miner  shall  set  the  timbers  in  the  working  places,  in 
such,  a  way  ae  to  I'nsure  complete  safety.  Ho^shiall  ceaee  to  work  and 
withdraw  in  the  event  of  the  worklnig  place  becoming  insecure,  and 
must  set  and  maintain  a  shjort  prop  or  sprag  at  lea*jt  every  six  feet  to 
prevent  the  undermined  coal  from  falling  unexpectedly.  The  overman 
or  firenia/n  may  require  sprags  to  be  set  ae  much  less  than  six  feet  apart 
a«  he  deems  necessary  for  safety. 

44.  Beeldee  exercising  their  own  skill  and  experience  in  all  mattere, 
the  miners  of  each  mine  shall  be  under  the  general  supervieiioin  of  the 
fireman  and  it  shnll  be  h'.e  duty  on  finding  thiem  carelese  or  incapable 
of  doing  their  work  to  cautje  them  to  be  removed  from  their  working 
face. 

45.  Al!  renewal  or  replacing  of  props  or  other  necessary  repairs  in 
the    waste  and   rcid   heads  shall   be  done   by  the   timbermen  or  firemen. 

46.  If,  from  accident,  or  any  other  cause,  miners  are  at  any  time  un- 
able to  find  a  sufficient  supply  of  mine  props  at  the  place  appokited, 
when  it  i«  unsafe  to  continue  their  work  without  it,  they  are  express- 
ly forbidden  to  remain  at  their  working  pLaces. 

47.  All  workmen  are  expressly  forbidden  to  throw  into,  deposit,  or 
leave  coal  or  other  minerals,  wood,  stones,  or  rubbish,  or  materials  of 
any  kind,  in  any  air  courses  or  road,  so  as  to  interfere   with,  or  hinder, 

the   air   passing    into  and   through    the  mine. 

48.  Every  m.ner  ahaii  be  possessed  of   a  certificate   of     <5orapetency  as 

such  or  shall   procure  one  at  the    first   examination     after    he    starts 
work. 

49.  Every  person  while  at  work  must  pay  frequent  attention  to  his 
safetj  Lamip,  and  if  a  lamp  becomes  unsafe  from  fire-damp  or  any  other 
cause,  he  shall  at  once  extinguish  it  and  report  to  the  manager,  overman 
or    fireman  and    take   the   Lamp    io    the   proper  offlcia.1. 

50;  No  person  sihjall  set  a  safety  lamp  on  its  bottom  unless  it  is  ne- 
cessa^ry  to  do  so  for  the  safe  performance  of  Ixis  duty,  or  unless  au- 
thorized by  the  overman,  and  in  all  cases  it  shrill  be  placed  at  least  two 
feet  from  the  swing  of  the  pack,  hammer  or  other  tool,  and  shall  be 
hung   up.  I         .  ,1 

51.  Whjere  safety  lamps  are  In  use  they  shall  be  used  with  the  greatest 
care.  Every  person  on  receiving  his  lamp  must  examine  it  carefully  and 
see    that    it    is   securely»   locked. 

52.  Miners  must  build  good  pack  walls,  and  set  a  sufficient  quantity 
of  props  and  bars  for  safely  securing  thie  ^roof  and  sides  of  their  own 
working-places,  and  add  to  them  or  renew  thjem  when  necessatry,  or 
when  toilid  by  the  manager,  overman,  or  fireman  ;  and  the  miners  when 
leaving  off  work,  must  see  that  the  pack  walls,  props,  and  bars  are  fief t 
in  safe  order.  In  mines  wh|er«(  the  building  of  pack  walls  is  separately 
contracted  for,  the  miners  shall  not  be  required  to  build  pack  walls,  ex- 
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cept  in  their  own  working  p'.iacos  to  prevent  imminent  danger  in  th- 
at)«ence  of  the   persons  appointed  to  build   them. 

53.  Any  person  discovering  any  stoppage  or  derangement  to  vcnLil- 
"fltion,   injury  to   an   air-crossing,  door,    regulator,  sheet   stopping,    l)r  it- 

tice,  air-pipe,  or  observing  any  injury  to  or  obstruction  of  an  nir-coun  e. 
weakness^  in  the  roof  or  deficiency  of  timber,  weight  on  any  working  pljiv 
or  roadway,  a  feeder  or  accumulation  of  gas  or  water,  a  naked  lia;ht 
where  a  safety  lamp  should  be  used,  fire,  sign  of  fire,  or  any  other  dan- 
ger, sihall  Immediately  give  notice  to  the  manager,  overman,  or  firoman. 
and  to  any  person  or  persons  whose  safety   may  be  endangered   thereby. 

54.  Any  person  passing  through  a  door  or  s/heet  must  instaintly  clos;^ 
thei  same,  unless  it  is  a  ifltoir  or  sh :)ct  ordered  to  be  kept  open.  No  person 
shall  without  authority,  remove  any  caution  board,  notice  or  danger  sig- 
nal, or  pass  any  danger  signal,  caution    l>oaird  or    fence. 

DOORKEEPERS 

55.  Every  person  employed  m  keeping  a  trap  door  for  the  production 
or  promotion  of  ventilation  in  the  mine,  sihall  during  hs  shift  remain 
contmually  at  the  post  assigned  him, and  carefully  observe  the  directions 
he  receives  from  the  manager,  overman  or  fireman,  as  to  t'he  opening 
and  shutting  of  such  doors,  either  on  the  occasion  of  other  workman 
passing  through  the  sa,;mc  or  at  the  beginning  or  end  of  the  shift. 

MISCELLANEOUS  REGULATIONS. 

56.  The  manager,  overman  or  fireman  are  authorized  to  examine 
safety  lamps,  in  terms  of  General  Rule  No.  8  without  prejudice  to  the 
appointment  of  any  other  competent  person  for  that  purpose,  and  in  this 
mine  the  word  "workings"  into  which  safety  lamps  may  not  l>e  taken 
in  termis  of  said  general  rules,  shall  include  all  parts  of  the  mine  from 
the  pit -mouth  inwards. 

57.  If  in  proceeding  to  their  working  places,  or  in  travelling  along 
any  form*?d  road,  or  other  part  of  the  works,  the  maintenance  of 
which,  under  the  Coal  Mines  Regulation  Act  devolves  on  the  owner  or 
manager,  miners  or  other  workmen  shall  meet  with  or  see  any  fall  from 
the  roofs,  wialls  or  elsewhere  in  their  progress,  they  shall  not  pass  the 
same,  but  sihall  instantly  report  the  occurrence  to  the  manager,  or  other 
person  known  to  have  the  maintanance  of  such  place  under  hs  charge, 
and  miners  and  other  vrorkmen  shall  not  return  past  the  fall  or  danger- 
ous place,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  ma^fe  secure,  which  it  shall  Iw 
imperative  on  the  manager,  overman  or  other  person  having  the  charge, 
forthwith   to  do. 

58.  In  like  mianner,  every  miner  and  other  workman,  who  shall  ob- 
serve or  come  to  know  of  any  defector  flaw  in  the  ropes,  or  chains,  or 
in  any  part  of  the  engine,  machinery  and  gearing,  used  in  or  about 
the  mine,  whereby  the  efficiency  thereof  may  be  impaired,  sliall  be  bound 
forthwith  to  communicate  the  same  as  al>ove. 
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59.  No  person  ts'hiall  have  m  his  possess'oii,  for  -use  in  the  mine,  bor 
yond  the  place  at  which  lamps  are  examined  by  an  official  of  the  mine, 
any  unlocked  safety  lamp  eo  defective  or  insecure  thrftt  reaeonable  ob- 
servation by  hi'm  could  have  detected  such  defect  or   ineecnrity. 

GO.  No  miner  or  other  work  main  H\m\\  be  permitted  to  introduce  into 
the  mine  ainy  stranger,  or  person  employed  by  them,  on  ainy  pretence, 
without   the  consent   of  the  owner   or    manager. 

01.  Miners  and  all  other  persoms  who  shall  have  occaeion  to  pass 
IhrouRh  any  trap-door,  shall  thereupon  closely  shut  the  saime,  and  shall 
oiu  no  account  leave  it  open.  On  diiscontinuing  work  at  the  end  of  a 
shift,  and  especially  where  no  work  Is  to  be  done  in  the  mine  the  follow- 
ing day,  care  must  be  taken  by  every  workman  closely  to  ehut  all  trap 
doors,  6o  as  to  prevent  the  proper  current  of  air  ^necessary  for  ven- 
tilation   from   teing    diverted.  r 
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All    workmen  arc    prohibited   from    entering  or    remaining    in  any 


place   throughout     the     whole  mine,  where     not    absolutely   required  by 
duty  to  be  at  the  time. 

6.'3.  Miners  amd  all  other  persons  except  drivers  and  rope  riders  are 
expressly  forbidden  to  ride  on  empty  or  full  cars  in  or  about  any  part 
of    the   mine. 

04.  Miners  and  all  other  persons  are  prohibited  from  defacing  or  re- 
moving marks  which  may  be  made  on  ainy  part  of  the  workings,  for 
the  guidance  of  the  workmen  in  their  operatioms.  All  workmen  are  for- 
bidden to  displace,  injure  or  damage  in  any  way,  the  props,  cars,  rails, 
or  any  part  of  the  machlmery,  gearing  a;nd  apparatus. 

05.  Meetings  of  miners  and  other  workmen  in  a  body  within  the 
workings,  or  in  any  of  the  roads,  or  air  courses  or  at  thje  mine-mouth 
are   strictly   prohibited. 

00.  No  workman  shall  be  permitted  to  enter,  or  to  continue  in  the 
mine    while  in   a  state  of   intoxication. 

07.  No  person  shall  try  the  workings  or  the  goiaves  for  fire-damp 
with  a  naked  light ;  and  no  person  shall  smoke  tobacco,  or  take  into 
any  mine  whjich  is  worked  with  safety  lamps,  tobacco  pipes  or  tobacco 
for  the  purpose  of  smoking,  or  match9S  or  any  apparatus  for  striking  a 
light  other  than  that  approved  for  lighting  shots.  All  persons  ma,y  be 
searched  for  tobacco,  pipes  and  matches,  but  the  person  making  such 
search  shall   te    first  exaii^ined   by   two  of  the  workmen  of  the  mine. 

08.  No  person  in  a  place  of  trust  stoll  depute  another  person  to  do 
his  work,  without  the  sanction  of  his  superior  officer,  and  no  person 
in  a  place  of  trust  sh.il I  absent  himself  without  having  previously  ob- 
tained the  permission  of  his  superior  officer    for  his    term    of  absence. 

OU.  It  s'hiaill  be  the  duty  of  anyone  receiving  personal  injury  in  or 
about  ^hie  mine  to  immediately  report  such  injury  to  the  manager, 
overman    or   fireman. 
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RULES 


PRESCRIBED  BY  THE  COMPANY 


To  be  Observed  by  Employees  and  Others  Working  at  the 
Colleries  of  The  Crow's  Nest  Pass  Coal  Company. 


1.  Every  person  employed  in  and  about  'this  colliery,  previously  to 
entering  our  service,   shall  sign  the  contract  of  service. 

2.  All  persons  employed  shall  be  entitled  to  and  shall  receive  wages 
and  payment  according  to  the  current  ra'te  of  wages  for  the  time  be- 
ing paid  at   the   colliery. 

3.  The  owners  of  the  colliery  shall  provide  the  persons  employed 
with  work  while  such  person  j  are  in  their  employment,  unless  pre- 
vented by  the  state  of  trade,  want  of  railway  cai  s,  accidents,  repairs 
of  mine  or  plant,  or  o'ther  causes   beyond  their  con'trol. 

4.  Every  person  shall  be  subject  to  ing'tant  dismissal  if  he  shall  vio- 
late any  of  these  Rules  or  any  of  the  Special  or  Gener",!  Rules  or  any 
provision  of  the  Coal  Mines  Regulation  Act,  1901,  or  shall  disobey  the 
order  of  jy  official  of  the  mine.  Delay  in  dismissal  for  the  purposes 
of  investigation   and   inquiry     shallnot  affect  the  right  to  dismiss.

Every  person  employed   shall,    when   required,  attend   and  perform 
a  fnll  and   fair  day's  work  on  each  day  that  the    mine  is  open  for    workV 

6.  Persons   employed     shall    not    fight  or  quarrel,  or  incite  others  t((-»> 
fight  or  quarrel,  or  create  any  disturbance  in   the    mine,  or  upon    the 
colliery  premises,  or  smoke  in  working  hours,  or  interfere  with  any  of- 
ficial in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

7.  All  persons  employed  shall  obey  the  orders  of  'the  Superintendent, 
Overmen,  Firebosses  or  other  officials  or  officers  of  the  mine. 

8.  Persons  employed  shall  not  take  or  interfere  with  any  lamps, 
.tools,  rails,  cars,  or  any  other  arti.cles  or  things  belonging  lo,  or  in  tise 
by,  or  in  charge  of,  any  other  person  for  the  purpose  of  his  employ- 
ment,  without   permission. 

9.  Every  person  employed  shall  be  responsible  for  all  working  tools 
or  other  articles  belonging  to  his  employers,  and  entrusted  to  or  used 
by  him,  and  shall  return  the  same  on  demand  in  good  condition,  rea- 
sonable wear  and   tear  excepted,  or  pay  the    value  thereof. 

10.  All  persons  working  under  or  for  and  paid  by  Contractors  or 
other  persons  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  servants  of  the  owners  of  the 
Colliery  but  they  shall  be  bound  to  obey  these  Rules  and  the  other 
Rules  of  the  Colliery,  and  the  owners  of  the  Colliery  shall  not  be 
bound  to  see  to  the  payment  of  or  be  liable  for  the  wages  due  to  such 
persons  after  they  have  paid  the  Contractor  or  other  person  for 
whom  such  persons  work. 

11.  Every  person  employed  shall,  in  case  of  necessity,  do  any  work  of 
a  temporary  nature  that  he  may  be  required  to  do  by  any  officer  or 
official  of  the  mine,  but  shall  be  paid  for  such  work,  such  sum  as 
may  be  mutually   agreed  upon. 

12.  No  person  shall  change  or  take  any  check  or  token  belonging 
to  or  used  by  any  other  person.  No  person  employed  shall  remove  coal 
or  other  material  or  property  from  the  plant  or  premises.  No  person 
employed  shall  ill-use  any  animal  belonging  to  the  Owners,  or  sare- 
lessly  or  wilfully   damage  anything  belonging   to  them. 
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
